New York, Oct. 3.—W ith its milk 
supply reduc ed to nearly one half, New 
York had its Aret taste of the threat 
•ned milk famine. 
Today, it is predicted by John J 
Dillon, commissioner of foods and mar 
hate, there will be even a greater 
shortage, and by tomorrow or Tliurs 
day the city may be receiving only 
about fifteen per cent of the q uan tic 
it normally consumes, 2,400,000 quarts 
The big milk distributing agencies 
on the other hand, aie hopeful of keep 
lug the supply up to fifty, possibly six 
ty .per cent of normal, throughout thf 
week. 
They are confident if they can 
do this for a week, the Dairymen’.* 
League, which has shut off the supply 
will capitulate. 
The milk concerns are developing 
new sources as fast as they can. aud 
it waa from some of these that part 
of the milk delivered was received 
they say. 
They hope by Saturday, ii 
the Dairymen s League holds out that

Commissioner Dillon and member;

“I do not see how the people of New 
York cen permit such a situation ic 
continue," the commissioner said. 
He declared that much of the milk 
delivered came from the cows on Sa' 
urday night at which time the agree 
arent between the farmers and the big 
distributors was still In effect.
